BIVER FALLING AT PITTSBURG 


Cincinnati, April 22.—The Ohio riv- 


er at eleven today stood forty-nine 
feet, or a rise of three inches an hour 
since yesterday's report. The water 
has reached the first floor of 
the 


buildings on the water front occupied 
by manufacturers. 
The danger line 


Is fifty feet. 
Reports from up-river 


show similiar conditions. 


Receeding at Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, April 22.—At Pittsburg 


at eleven o'clock the river 
guage 


showed a recession in the flood of 
two feet and wherever possible work 
is under way to place manufacturing 
plants in order to start again. Fif- 
teen thousand men are idle in the 
meantime. 


Ohio on the Rampage. 


Cincinnati, O., April 22.—The Ohio 


river is till on a rampage. All along 
the river valley east of this city peo- 
ple have spent this morning getting 
their effects to places of safety. They 
fear the highest water since 1884. 


The damage to. property will reach 


into the millions. 
The fruit crop is 


destroyed and the damage to other 
crops is enormous. 
Early this morn- 


ing, however, the good news came 
from Pittsburg that the river was fall- 
Ing at that point, which means that 
the floods here will not exceed those 
of 'February, 1897, and March, 1898, 
when the river reached a depth of 
sixty-one feet in Cincinnati. 


River Falling at Pittsburg. 


The news that the river is falling 


at Pittsburg reached the 
smaller 


towns in the valley this 
morning. 


Telegraph communication is still sad- 
ly interrupted. 
Both rain and snow 


fell all day yesterday throughout the 
valley. 


The danger point has been reached 


at nearly all the towns along the riv- 
er east of Cincinnati. 
At midnight 


the depth here was forty-seven feet, 
the clanger line being at fifty. The 
danger point was reached here by 
noon today. 


Portsmouth in Dire Straits. 


At Point Pleasant the 
stage is 


eight feet above the danger line today 
•with the river rising rapidly and a 
heavy rain. 


The mayor of Portsmouth, O., tele- 


graphed that the danger line had been 
reached there and that a heavy snow 
was falling last night. 
The Scioto 


river is running out heavily. 


At Marietta the river Is at 
flood 


height and rising two inches per hour 
an increase since since 4 p. m.. Con- 
servative river men predict a second 
rise by tomorow. 
The business por- 


tion of the city is flooded.. 


The merchants and .maufacturers 


in the lower part of this city have been 
working all day and all night prepar- 
ing for the worst.

Officers Make an Effort to Break Up 


Female Slare Traffic. 


San Francisco, Gal., 'April 22.—The 


Chinese quarter of this city is much 
pertu-ribed at.an effort by the federal 
authorities to suppress the traffic in 
female Chinese slaves. United States 
Marshal Shine, with a squad of assist- 
ants, made a descent on the Chinese 
quarter 
and 
arrested 
. thirty-four 


•women. 
Sixteen who produced cer- 


tificates -were released. The remaining 
eighteen are held in custody. The raid 
was the result of an order from the 
Attorney General at Washington to the 
District Attorney directing him to do 
all in his power to suppress the slave 
traffic. 
The prisoners will be taken 


before the federal courts to determine 
whether they have a legal right to re- 
main In this country and if they are 
held in 'bondage as the chattels of mas- 
ters. 
The power of the authorities 


will stop at this point, 'but the officials 
are confident that the deportation of a 
number of women will destroy the 
traffic.

Paris, April 22.—Mount Vesuvius 


is again in a state of erruption. Lat- 
est dispatches say that there is much 
aprehnsion in the district and that 
the inhabitants in the valleys im- 
mediately surrounding the 
volcano 


are moving their families- to places 
of safety in great haste. 


Many people, scientists, students 


and the curious, including American 
tourists, are leaving Paris by every 
train for Naples. 
The first signs of 


disturbance were witnessed a week 
ago, when for,three days columns of 
smoke, issuing rapidly from the cra- 
ter in great volume, towered high a- 
bove the volcano. 


Then came ocasioual rains of hot 


cinders, sometimes sprinkling 
the 


country for several miles around. Now 
lava is beginning to run. 
The fire 


at the crater is very intense at night 
and' illuminates the surrounding re- 
gion beautifully. 
Only two slight 


tremors of earthquake have been felt 
so far. 


This is the first activity shown by 


the volcano since. September, 1S98, 
when a severe earthquake was felt. 
The spectacle was of great grandeur, 
but little damage was done.

likely to recover. 
He was operated 


on last night by Dr. H. L. Neltert

son. 
Three sutures closed the open-

was exposed to the air Gunn emerged 
from the anesthetic, manifested per- 
consciousness and talked to the sur- 
geon and his attendants.

MONEYWAS PUORLY IN VESTED

cashier, of the First National Ba,nk, 
which was closed yesterday, killed 
themselves sometime last night.

in Fruit Valley, on the outskirts of 
the town, from which they had fled 
on being confronted' with the evidence 
of their guilt. 


Use But One Weapon, 


Only one weapon was used. Can- 


by put the muzzle of the revolver 
to his mouth and blew off the top 
of his head. 
Brown then took the 


piece and killed himself in exactly 
the same way, falling over Canby's 
body. 


Beside .Brown's body there was a 


'package containing ?25 and a note 
saying that the money belonged to 
his daughter. 
Upon Canby's body 


the following note was found to his 
wife: 
"I feel I am about to do this 


for the best. 
Forgive me if you can 


and try to live for our dear children. 
God bless you 
all. 
Good 
bye 
NED."

The wrecking of the First National 


is suposed to have been 'brought by 
speculation on the part of Brown and 
Canby. 
The exact amount of their 


shortage is not known, but Examiner 
Mitchell, who is in charge of the in- 
stitution, is authority for the state- 
ment that it is at least $81.000..

the time of the last report the depos- 
its amounted to $230,000. 
The two 


officers of the bank had borrowed 
heavily of its funds, either individ- 
ually or through companies in which 
they, were interested. 


The institution was established in 


1883 
and was profitable for 
many 


years, paying big dividends to stock- 
holders. 
Canby -had been cashier 


since its organization. 
Louis Sohns 


was its first president, being suc- 
ceeded by Brown in 1890.

partridge pheasant, prairie chicken 
or plover during o.ne day. 


One package of not more 
than 


twenty pounds of fisb, or, instead, 
two fish of any weight, may be ship- 
ped within or without the state with- 
out being accompanied 'by the shipper. 
Men shipping fish are restricted to 
one consignment a week. Deer killed 
during the open season must have at- 
tached to them certain sections of 
the coupons attached to the hunter's 
license, and deer found without such 
coupons may be seized' and confiscat- 
ed by the game.wardens.

scull or sneak boat -may be used in 
the pursuit of any aquatic fowl be- 
yond the point where, by law, the gun- 
ner may set his decoys!

did not believe in medicine, Mrs. Le- 
roy J. Ellis, wife of-the eastern agent 
of .the N. & W. R. R., refused to have 
a physician see her sick children! Now 
one is dead of diphtheria and the 
others are wavering between life and 
death, and the other mothers ot the 
town are trembling with tear, for Mrs. 
Ellis, in the certainty of her belief, 
took her infected child into the streets 
and permitted him to mingle with his 
playmates. 


Because she believes in cure by faith 


Mrs. John C.' St. John, wife of a prom- 
inent Baptist clergyman, refuses to 
see a physician, though she is terribly 
ill with smallpox at her father's home 
in Southington, Conn. Two communi- 
ties have by the unquestioning faith of 
these two women been plunged into 
a panic by the prospect of a pestilence. 


At Fanwood, N. J., Mrs. Ellis looked 


calm-eyed into the face of the doctor 
who told her that her son, eight years 
old, was seriously ill with diphtheria, 
and answered: 


"There is no such thin* as diph- 


theria." 


"The child is dying," said the doc- 


tor at the bedside of the little boy's 
sister. 


"What nonsense," said the Christian 


Science nurse, "there is no death." 


The little girl died. Now armed men 


guard the house enforcing a quaran- 
tine. 


The other case is that of Mrs. St. 


John, wife of the Rev. J. C. St. John, 
until Monday pastor of the Baptist 
Church of the Redeemer. She lies ter- 
ribly ill of smallpox, blissfully confi- 
dent that her father will save her— 
not even afraid-of disfigurement, ana 
'steadfast in her refusal to submit to 
the ministrations of a physician. She 
traveled Thursday from New York to 
Southington in a Pullman car crowded 
with passengers, was met and welcom- 
ed at the depot, was embraced and 
kissed by a score or more of women 
friends, and she had been ill four days 
with the dread plague. 


The two women are cultured and re- 
flned.

They feel no horror, at having jeop- 


ardized the health of their communi- 
ies because their faith is perfect.

Pao-Tirig-Fu, April 
22.—General 


Bailloud and his staff 'left with the 
last of the French troops for the south 
this morning. 
The joint 
expedition 


is under the command of General von 
Lessel; 
He, together with General 


von Kettlerer, started at two o'clock 
this afternoon. Many of the Germans 
lack "rail communication and will be 
obliged to march,the entire distance 
south to Ting Chow. 


The' French 'column consists of six 


battalions, while the German column 
is made up of the Second brigade, 
one squadron of cavalry, two battal- 
ions of artillery, and one of mountain 
battery. 
These columns will go to 


Ting Chow and thence west to Ping 
Shan. 
The objective of the troops 


is apparently the Kukuan pass. No 
attack is expected before April 22. 
The expedition when all the troops 
ar . concentrated will 
comprise 8 - 


000 men. 


This is the largest and most im- 


portant expedition that has been dis- 
patched to Pao-Ting-Fu since last Oc- 
tober. 
The other contingents were 


no.t invited to take part in the expedi- 
tion, as this region is administered 
by' the French and Germans. 


If the Chinese retire over the Shan- 


si boundary, then, according to in- 
ternational agreemnt, the 
foreign 


troops should no.t go beyond it. . The 
ministers of the powers in 
Pekin 


earnestly hope that this will prove 
to be the case. 
They point out that 


the Chinese force has not been ag- 
gressive and only came a few miles 
over the border, arguing that it might 
just as well have been allowed to re- 
main where it was.

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*T GOOD ROADS SUGGESTIONS. 
jtr&r-**- 


Good roads are the one thing that 


more people would like to see than 
any other one thing that might be 
mentioned. We could have 
better 


roads than we now have if the prop- 
er steps hould be taken to get them. 
The business of making roads is very 
poorly organized, and no system has 
been inaugurated for making the best 
roads. 
In some localities the tax is 


large enough to make passable roads, 
but much of it is consumed in per- 
forming the work called "working the 
roads." It is a very bad system—this 
•working the roads—and does 
not 


speak well of the boss, by whatever 
name, he may be called, when we see 
ditches in the center of the road, 
•where, after every rain, the traffic 
must be changed to some other por- 
tion of the fifty or more feet set apart 
for a highway. 
This condition of 


affairs is not bettered any by 
the 


dense growth of weeds of all sorts 
on either side of the road which catch 
the snow, and scatter their noxious 
seeds all over the whole 
country. 


This is a very poor system of roads 
and a condition too frequently met 
.•with in al localities. 


The road worker will soon be get- 


ting his list of road -workers together 
for the annual festivities, so often in- 
dulged in at public expense. 
This 


man and that one will asked to be ex- 
cused until some 'more convenient sea- 
son and he will be excused. 
The 


road can wait until a time when the 
farmers are ready to work them. 
if 


the supervisor knows his business, 
and he should, he should give each 
man the lawful notice when he is re- 
quired to work the roads and that 
man should toe ready to respond, even 
if he is sick abed. 
Nearly every man 


•has osns or hired men that can take 
his place on the roads. 
If not, should 


he -be sick or -unable to go, he will 
have good neighbors who will be will- 
ing to work out his tax. 


The improved road •working tools 


are all right and will do good work 
In proper hands. 
The old fashioned 


two horse (lump scraper is only em- 
ployed when hills are to be 
made 


•where the grader cannot be used. If 
fills are large and the distance great, 
as will be found in many instances, 
the power plow and elevator can be 


used. 
This implement loads wagons 


with the dirt, which is hauled and 
dumped where wanted. 
To make 


good roads it will often require a very 
little work out of season, and for 
this reason the road commissioner 
should always be ready to stop a 
•washout or fix a bad place in the 
roads when it is most needed. 


At this time the property of a town- 


ship is taxed/ to keep up the roads 
in that township. 
For the most part 


town people and railroads do not pay 
their part in keeping up country roads.

GOOD 
ROADS. 


The bill now before 'the legisla- 


ture, authorizing counties to appro- 
priate money for good roads, should 
not only pass, but the appropriations 
should be very liberal. If there is 
any one thing in which the country 
districts, and the cities of the state 
are mutually interested -in it is good 
roads. 


They are of great benefit to the 


farmers 'because they enable them 
-to handle their produce comfortably 
and to the city because they put 
the farming 
community in closer 


touch with the markets. 


The average farmer is a poor road 


builder. Turn him loose with a plow 
and scraper a.rul he possesses great 
ability as a road 
destroyer. He 


workes hard enough, but his efforts 
lack the 
direction of a 
practical 


road maker. 


This is no reflection on his abil- 


ity as a farmer. The average livery- 
inan. who drives the road all the time 
would be a poor road builder. Road 
making is an art, the same as any 
other calling, and country roads suf- 
fer, because the work expended on 
them is not intelligently directed. 


Every country district should have 


a road commissioaer who thorough- 
ly understands his business, and all 
the work done should be under his 
supervision. 


The same principal that applies to 


country roads, applies to city streets. 
Janesville has wasted thousands of 
dollars on street building, because 
of incompetent management and mis- 
directed 
energy. Street 
commiss- 


ioners are elected, not because of 
their fitness for the work and mater- 
ial is furnished without reference 
to its quality, and as a result many 
of the streets, are a burlesque to 
the city. 


Jansewille would have been money 


ahead if she-had never seen a stone 
crusher. The"'money that the ma- 
chine cost, and that it requires to sup- 
port it, invested in chrushed Devil's 
Lake stone that is easy of access, 
would have built more 
miles of 


substantial 
streets in ten years, 


than will be accomplished by the 
present system. There -would have 
been something left besides- a foun- 
dation after every rain. 


The country roads need more work 


under practical super-vision, and the 
city streets, like the city schools, 
more horse sense and less politics. 


The approaches to Janesville should 


be a boulevard, and the city itself 
a continuous park. All this may be 
accomplished in. ten years, if proper- 
ly and intelligently handled.

It Has Been Shown to the Citizens of 


Betoit That No Urban Road Could 
Be Made t« Pay—The Janesvilte 
Proposition 
Was 
No 
Bluff by 


Any Means, 
The indications now are that the 


Beloit, Delavan Lake and Janesville 
electric road will be granted a fran- 
chise at Beloit tonight that is perfect- 
ly satisfactory to the city and to Mr. 
Clough. 


Beloit has finally come to the con- 


clusion that in fighting the railway 
company they were doing more in- 
jury to themselves than to the com- 
pany. 
The possibilities in the way 


of improvements that would be help- 
ed out by the interurban line more 
than offset any demands that have 
been made for an urban system. 
It 


has been shown to the satisfaction of 
the citizens of Beloit, that no urban 
road in this part of the country in 
cities the size of Beloit and Janes- 
ville is a success. 


Janesville has been anxious to have 


the road come in here ever since it 
•was first talked of, and ev.ery effort 
lias been put forth by the citizens to 
get the line into the city as soon as 
possible. 


When it appeared that the plan 


was likely 'to fall through on account 
of the opposition at Beloit, Janesville 
capitalists came forward and made 
•Mr. Clough a proposition that 
he 


could not very well overlook if Be- 
loit backed out. 
Many people claim- 


ed that the offer was a bluff to force 
Beloit to come to terms, but such was 
not the case. 
The offer was made 


in good faith and would have been 
fulfilled if what was asked by Janes- 
ville had been given them. 
Whether 


it was a bluff or not it has borne good 
results as the following special from 
Beloit received today shows: 


"H. H. Clough of Elyria, O-. rep- 


resenting the Beloit, Delavaa, Lake 
and Janesville electric railway, arriv- 
ed in the city Saturday in response 
to a telegram sent him by the council.

KOREA AGAIN THE CENTER OF DIS- 


TURBANCE IN THE ORIENT. 


People of tlie Hermit Kingdom Have 


All the Qnecrnexuva of Botli Cbl- 
ae»c and Japanexe—Some Korean 
CaHtoms and ManncrM. 
To be a boue of contention is not a 


pleasant state for a nation, and to con- 
tinue so for many centuries is still less 
'desirable. 
That, however, has been 


tbe role of Korea, and in view of tbe 
fact tbat tbe main trouble in tbe far 
east is tLe dispute of Japan and Rus- 
Bia over the peninsula its future cannot 
be said to be remarkably bright. 


Viewed xwith American eyes, Korea 


and its people are very queer, even 
more so than China o'r Japan. During 
the past century the two countries 
named have been, more or less, opened 
to foreigners, but their neighbor re- 
mains in fact as well as in name a 
"hermit kingdom." 
That is the name 


given to it by foreigners. In the na- 
tive vernacular Korea is Cho-son, iu 
Japanese Cho-sen and in Chinese Chno 
sien, meaning "Morning Freshness." 
It is sometimes called "the Lund of the 
Morning Calm." 
It is not, as many 


suppose, an insignificant province, but 
Is more than 90,000 square miles 'n 
area and contains a population vari- 
ously estimated at from 7,000,000 to 
36,000,000. 


The Koreans nre probably of Mongol- 


Tartar origin and are taller nnd more 
robust than the Japanese, resembling 
somewhat the inhabitants of northern 


" China. 
They r,r? a simple minded, 


kindly, hospitable people, btit have un- 
til very recently possessed an uncon- 
querable aversion to foreigners and 
foreign manners. Latterly some prog- 
ress has been made in introducing for- 
eign improvements. In manners and 
customs, as iu language, literature, so- 
cial life, religion, etc.. Chinese influ- 
ences and examples prevail. 


Korean men wear the topknot and 


the white, flowing garments that were 
In vogue in China before the Mant- 
choo conquest in 1643.

some parts of China, they are kept in 
strict seclusion. 
The religion of Ko- 


rea is Confucianism and ancestor wor- 
ship, mingled,' as with tbe Chinese, 
with superstitious practices. Buddhism 
•was introduced into Korea many cen- 
turies ago and spread thence into .la- 
pan, nnd it is still found in that coun- 
try. 
It has, however, little influence 


on the people. 


Korea's history until the seventeenth 


century is a record of disputes between 
Japan and China. Since that time Ko- 
rea has been at peace with her neigh- 
bors and until 1895 under the nominal 
suzerainty of China.' In, ISOo, u* a re- 
sult of the Chino-Japanese war, Ko- 
rea became independent, and shortly 
afterward the king assumed the title 
of emperor. 


Although Korea Is in itself a rich 


country, its resources have not been 
developed. 
The people are poor, des- 


perately so in the majority of cases, 
and yet idle and fond of doing noth- 
ing. It is as in France before tbe rev- 
olution—the nobles are on top, and they 
use their advantage for their own good. 
There is a superfluity of officeholders, 
and also of taxes to be paid by tlio 
common people. 
The Koreans are in- 


veterate gossips and plotters, and so 
conspiracies against the government 
are common, but they .usually fizzle 
out without attaining any results. 


Korean customs, like some of the 


Japanese and Chinese, are diametrical- 
ly opposed to ours and seem very queer 
to American eyes. 
The people of th« 


Hermit Kingdom seem to have adopt- 
ed all the queer things from both the 
neighboring lands. 
We shake hands 


when we meet our friends, and the Ko- 
reans toxich noses. Korean gentlemen 
think it tho height of courtesy to re- 
tain their hats when in the presence of 
ladies, and when they wish to bonor 
especially a guest they add another 
story to their hats. 
These hats, by 


the way, look somewhat like our high 
silk hats cut off half way to the top. 


Women in Korea, as in China, are 


looked down upon and do most of the 
hard work. Korean women of tho low- 
er classes look hideous and ungainly. 
while the men are frequently hand- 


' some and of distinguished appearance, 


Most Koreans 
imitate tbe Chinese 


rather than the Japanese in that they 
have an unconquerable aversion to 
bathing.

DANGER. 


Other Cities Are 
Flooded—8no\v and 


Rnln Swell tUe River at CJieat Cost iti 
Propsrty—«nuy Ai • Uou>«le*s—Victims 
of the Storm. 


Cincinnati, O., April 22.—This city is 


now in .the center of the flood district 
with most serious conditions confront- 
ing the residents. The river is climb- 
ing rapidly toward the danger line. At 
many points along the river the danger 
line already has been passed and as a 
consequence large sections of many 
cities and immense tracts of farming 
land are deep under water. Word that 
the flood is receding at Pittsburg 
brings but little hope, as the great 
quantity of water now on the way from 
there, added to the torrents emptied 
into the Ohio at intermediate points 
and the heavy falls of snow and rain 
all through the valley, make the situa- 
tion no less desperate than it was 
twenty-four hours ago. 


Snoiv and Kuin 10 Swell Flooil. 


More snow and rain is the predic- 


tion of the weather bureau for tliis sec- 
tion for the next twelve hours, which 
means that vast volumes of water will 
go to swell the present unusual floods. 
The so-called "danger line" here is 50 
feet, but in the flood of February, 18S4, 
the river registered 
71 feet. It is 


deemed probable that this extreme fig- 
ure will be equaled during the present 
high water." 
Marietta, 
Portsmouth, 


Ironton, and other river cities in Ohio 
report serious conditions, the low parts 
of the cities being flooded, factories 
closed, and hundreds of residents liv- 
ing in the upper parts of their houses 
or seeking refuge in the higher sec- 
tions of the city. Farther down the 
river where the most serious alarm ex- 
ists, many Kentucky cities reporting 
serious conditions with fear that the 
greatest danger still is ahead. 


Residents Sliout nt Steamers. 


Along the river at many 
points, 


•where houses are surrounded by water 
and owners have taken refuge in the 
upper floors, what seems almost an or- 
ganized effort to prevent the passage 
of steamboats is attempted. 
The resi- 


dents have rifles and shotguns and fire 
at ever vessel they sight. The claim 
is that the swell from the steamers en- 
dangers the foundations and threatens 
to throw houses into the flood. More 
snow with cold winds is reported in 
Kentucky and West Virginia, and the 
results, because of the lateness of the 
snow, are certain to be serious. Usual- 
ly the spring is well advanced long be- 
fore this date. Reports .of deaths con- 
tinue to come in, but many of them 
cannot be confirmed, as numerous 
towns .still are cut off from telegraphic 
communication with the outside world. 
Relief work has been begun, although 
as yet there is no organized attempt to 
care for the sufferers.

the flood waters of the Allegheny and 
the Monongohela rivers reached their 
highest mark

receding. 


They fell as rapidly as they had risen, 
and the swamped valley dwellers be- 
gan to find their homes again. By 
noon the Allegheny had reached 27 feet, 
4 inches, and the Monongahela 27 feet, 
6 inches. By that time the flood had 
cost two lives, had inundated several
